Long-Term Basis 

“It is unceasingly confirmed 
that the principles of indepen- 
dence and equality of revolu- 
tionary movements and their re- 
sponsibility to their own working 
classes and people, the principles 
of independence and noninter- 
ference in internal affairs, are 
the long-term basis for relations 
between all Communist and work- 
ers' parties,” Marshal Tito said 
last night. 

At another point, he complain- 
ed that “foreign interference in 
the internal affairs and pressure

BoBaAR. TS.S.R. (NYT).--Somewhere 
beyond the dusty labyrinth of scorched 
alleys with heroic revolutionary Dames such 
as Eirov, Chapayer or Kommunisi Street 
Nes what remains of Bukhara’s iegendary 
bazaar. 

So relentless is the summer sun that 
pedestrians jostle each other to embrace 
the shady side of the low, mud-faced build- 
ings. But in the open marketplace, 
farmers busily shovel potatoes from a 
truck for eventual sale at 55 cents a pound. 
A smali donkey lurches up, dragging 2 
eart overflowing with onions for 6 cents 
ἃ pound. 

Bukhara, a city with roots that some 
Soviet archaeologists place back as far as 
2.500 years, flourished once as the com- 
mercial center of Central Asia. It em- 
braced as many as 50 different markets 
and 40 caravansaries. WOere caravans from 
Persia. Afghanistan and India were 
quartered and their goods stored. 

Here crowds teemed around the in- 
Tumerable stalls, haggling over weapons, 
hhamesses. carpets, ornate goid and silver 
kEarakul fleece. colorful silks, spices, camels 
and frightened slaves. The economy was 
self-sustaining enough that a century ago 
Bukhara is reported to have had but one 
Russian resident merchant. A classic 
Baedeker's gwde, written in 1914, called 
the "very extensive and richly stored” 
bazaar the town’s chief attraction and 
cautioned outsiders that “purchases of any 
extent should not be made without the as- 
sistance of an intelligent resident.” 


Wake of Revolution 


In the wake of a Communist revolution, 
in 1920, the trade was shifted into stores 
run by the state. Soviet rubles and kopeks 
replaced the tengas and puhis of the old 
Bukhara emirate as legal tender. But the 
bazaar in Bukhara, as in other Central 
Asian towns, survives because it still offers 
a prime selection of vegetables and fruits 
from. private farm plots and because it 
demonstrates an abiding knack for turning 
up wares that are hard to find in more 
prosaic Soviet retail outlets. 

The old rifles aud saddles, hand-tooled 
and inlaid with ivory, have given way to a 
twade in equally precious automobile spare 
parts. On Sunday when commerce is 
busiest at the bazaar, shoppers who arise 
in time to beat the sum and the crowds 
can find the occasional bargain, whether 
an deirloom bracelet or modish clothing 
from Eastern Europe.

In the shade of the 150-foot minaret of 
the Kalyan mosque, from which condemn- 
ed criminals were once flung to their 
deaths, smali children played a jacks-lke 
game, bouncing pebbles against the paved 
stones. 

Below the mosque's biue-tiled dome, 
other private enterprise thrived. One 
artisan faced his homemade trunks with 
shiny colored tin. Another repaired slender 
Central Asian samovars. Old men in cloth 
turbans sat along a wall with their few 
wares before them—locks, chains, canvas 
barnesses and snuff bottles fashioned from 
dried, polished gourds. A young man sidled 
up and tried to 56} a matchbox-size copy 
of the Koran for 300 rubies—about $400.

- WASHINGTON, dug. 17—An 
1g-year-old Michigan college stu- 
dent was trapped for 38 minutes 
in an overturned car submerged 
in ἃ frozen pond. 


Cold, blue and without a dis- 
cernible pulse, Brian Cunningham 
was promounced “dead” when 
brought to the surface. But after 
he gave an involuntary gasp, he 
was resuscitated and eventually 
revived. Two weeks later, he re- 
turned to school without physical 
impairment. 

Similarly, a 42-year-old physi- 
cian was under water for 10 
Minutes in a lake near Ann 
Arbor, Mich. He was resuscitated 
immediately after being removed 
from the water, suffered no 
Physical damage and has resum- 
ed his medica] practice. 

In another case, boaters found 
8 O-year-old boy floating face 


“down 30 miles offshore in a 


Michigan lake. The boy was 
rushed to his mother, who had 
been searching for the child for 
20 minutes She applied mouth- 
to-mouth resuscitation and chest 
Massage, Teviving the child even 
before they reached the hospital. 


New York City, Others Decide 
To Keep Social Security Plan 


WASHINGTON, Aus. 17 (AP), 
—The Sociai Security adminis- 
tration has halted the desertion 
of nearly half a million em- 
ployees in New York City and 
elsewhere from the financially 
troubled retirement system. 


New York City and several of 
its components were the largest 
governmental entities planning 
to drop out of Social Security. 
But the city, except for two em- 
Ployees, has changed its mind 
and will stay. 

Social Security participation 
is mandatory for wage earnersin 
private industry, but it is 
voluntary for state and local 
governments, which have ex- 
tensive retirement systems. 

In the last year or s0, New 
York and severa) smaller govern- 
ment units in a dozen states 
have given the required two-yeor 
notice of intent to cancel pay- 
ments into the Social Security 
system. 

Within a few months, several 
hundred public employee groups 
representing more than 500,000 
workers had decided to cancel.

According to Michael Blum: at- 
torney for the plaintiff, the mal- 
practice suit is the first filed in 
the United States involving fraud 
in the administration of Laetrile. 
The drug. made from apricot 
pits, bas been represented as 8 
cancer cure by its supporters. 
The Food and Druc Administra- 
tion and most medical regearch- 
ors however, contend th * it has 
No curative value, 

The suit was filed by Tamara 
Zema against Dr. Joho Richard- 
son. a doctor from Albany, Calif., 
who lost his medieal license last 
year for treating patients with 
Laetrile. Tt also, names 23 others 
who work in the Albany clinic 
set up by Dr. Richardsor 

It contends that Kapitan Zema, 
who was 75 years old when he 
died last year of lung cancer.

No Brain Damage 


Dr. Nemiroff, assistant profes- 
sor of internal medicine at the 
University Medical Center, re- 
ported that of 13 “cold-water 
drownings” he studied. nine vic- 
tims were revived without brain 
damage or other fil-effects, evex 
though they bad been under wst- 
er longer than the four minutes 
traditionally thought to Le the 
limit @ human can survire 
without oxygen. 


The “mammalian divmz reflex” 
saved these victims, accordmz to 
Dr. Nemirof£. 


This reflex redistributes the 
body’s blood flow after cold water 
triggers a cranial nerve in the 
face. Τὸ: allows aur-nreathing 
aquatic mammals to exist under 
water by cooling the body, reduc- 
ing the blood supply to the skin, 
muscles and stomach—which can 
survive oxygen loss for about an 
hour—and reserving the blood 
oxygen for the brain and heurt.

Medical Schools Reject U.S. Funds

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17 WP». 
—A Dumber of leading US. medi 
ΤΑΣ schools have told the federal 
goverament they will refuse fed- 
éral junds to avoid being forced 
to Waive regular admissions cri- 
teria and admit 8 quota of U.S. 
Students transferring from foreign 
medica! schools. 

“We're against the principle 
thet usurps the private imstitu- 
tion's right to determine who will 
enter,” said Dr, Richard Ross, 
ean of Johns Hopkins Medical 
School in Baltimore, The school 
could forfeit up to $700,000 for 
failure to comply with the new 
federal lax. 

Jonns Honzins has formally 
advised the government that τῷ 
will not comply vith the Jaw, 
as have such medical schools as 
Yale. Earvard, Stanford, UCLA 
anc St, Louis University. 

“Being told that you will accept 
students irrespective of their aca- 
demic qualifications just doesn't 
seem to be the type of instruction 
that the faculty of a school of 
medicine ἘΠῚ take very lightly,” 
said Henry Meadow. senior asso- 
ciate dean for administration at 
Harvard Medical School. 

‘The Law Says’ 

“But that's exactly what the 
law says.” 

The legislation was the product 
of 3 House-Senate conference 
committee that Jast fal! consider- 
ed federal subsidies for U.S. medi- 
cal schools, 

When the measure emerged 
from conference, it contained a 
provision linking the subsidies 
to the admission of U.S, transfer 
students from foreign medical 
schools, although that provision 
was in neither the original House 
for Senate version of the bill. 
In the rush before adjournment 
for the November election, the 
measure passed. 


The measure requires U.S. 
medical schuvls 10 accept as 
liurd-year transfer students as 
many U.S. citizens as possible 
who have completed two years 
at foreign medica] schools—i{f the 
US. schools are tu retain their 
elisinility for federal subsidies, 
which can reach $1,400 a student. 

To be eligible. for admission, 
the transfer students must pass 
Part One of the examination of 
the National Board of Medical 
Examiners. a standard test that 
generally is administered after 
the first two years of medical 
school, 

The law, however, prohibits the 
medical schools from applying 
their own standards of admission, 
4nd many medical school ad- 
missions officers say this standard 
examination is an inadequate 
screening device, 


There is no firm evuat on ba 
many U.S. studenis are in foreigi 
medical schools. but Dr. Cl: 2 
Rich, deau of Stanford's me 
school, estimated that as mar, 
as 1500 might qualify for ad 
mission as foreign transfers und: 
the new law. 

Under the law, a pool of thes 
students would have to be dividec 
among the nation’s approximatel:

Recovered Alive From 3.4-Mile Depth 


Crustaceans Help Scientists Study Sea Floor 


By John Noble Wilford 


LA JOLLA, Calif, Auz, 17 
{N¥T).—Shrimp-like creatures, 
amplipod crustaceans, have been 
recovered alive from ocean depths 
as great as 3.4 miles, the first 
time animuls have survived ascent 
from the very deep sea floor. 


A scientist from the Scripps 
Institution of Oceanography here, 
Dr. Aristides Yayanos, made the 
Tecovery om aN expedition this 
summer, using a new high-pres- 
sure trap he designed and devel- 
oped. The specimens were taken 
from the floor of the Pacific 
Ocean about 400 miles north of 
Hawaii. 


AS 8. result of the recovery, Mr. 
Yayanos said, scientists should be 
able to begin the first systematic 
laboratory studies of the dees 
sea-floor lifs processes. 

“Were just beginning to find 
out what's down there at those 
depths beyond 10,000 feei.” ἴω... 
Yayanos. an assistant researcii 
physiologist at Scripps, saic.

Mr. Yayanos said that am- 
phipods seemed to be hearty, 
abundant and easier to cateh and 
work with than any other or- 
panism in the very deep sea. 
Eventually. Scripps scientists hope 
to maintain amphipods in hish- 
pressure aquariums for a year or 
more to study their rates of ox- 
ygen consumption. growth and 
other biological functions. 

The research is supported by 
the National Science Poundation 
and the Energy Research 
and Development Administration, 
Enowledge of deep-sea life pro- 
cesses should be helpful in mak~ 
ing decisions on dumping wastes, 
particularly radioactive wastes, in 
the ocean. It is important, for 
instance, to know how rapidly— 
or. more likely. how slowly— 
wastes will degradc and be neu- 
tralizeg on the sea floor.

Nazi Suspect 
Charged in U.S.

War crimes suspect, accused of 
taking part in the deaths of up 
to 830.000 Jews in Poland during 
Worlg War ΤΠ. faces deportation 
under a suit fled by U.S. prose- 
cutors.

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Full Ties With Peking? 


Sen. Edward Kennedy, D-Mass. who has 
Just spoken out on China. represents those 
China fands inside and outside the adutinis- 
tration who believe that the Umted States 
should move quickly to take the principal 
uncertainty out of its relationship with the 
People’s Republic. It could do this oy end- 
ne formal ties with Taran and openilig ἃ 
full embussy im Peking. These experts fear 
that. it Washington doés not move. Peking 
may seek an accommodation with Moscow— 
to the United States’ geopolitical disadvan- 
tage. They assert, sometimes with oassion, 
that the right and natural thing [or the 
United States is to maintain close tles with 
China and that. after a 30-year hiatus. the 
time to do it has came. 

We share the Eennedy group's concern to 
seat the United States’ China policy on an 
even keel, Geopolitical comforts could rea- 
senably be oxpected. It is unnatural for the 
United States stall to be interfering. by main- 
taining formal ties with Taiwan. in the Chi- 
nese c war. We agree that the current 
military and political equations are such 
that Taiwan does not have to fear an inva- 
sion from the mainand. 

But the more we think about it, the more 
queasy xe become, Sen. Kennedr’s zroup 
holds that the administration can have its 
eake and eat it, too: Enjoy normal reta- 
tions with Peking and insure the security of 
Taipel. How? By “careful diplomacy"— 


careful formulations, the conveying of assur~ 
ances and the like. Mr, Kennedy, however, 
would not wish to ask Peking to renounce 
the use of force to regain Talwan—that 
woud challenge iis insistence that the 
Taiwan question is an internal Chinese mat~ 
ter. He seems Insensitive to the psycho~ 
logical sense of isolation that would sureiy 
grow in Taiwan. and to the impetus that 
would likely be given in Peking to a recal- 
eulation of the political and military edds. 
The senator betrays 8 certain unesse—a de~ 
coming unease, we would say—in indicating 
that Peking would be expected to sit stili 
whilé the United States continued to sell 
Taiwan arms, But would Peking sit still? 

It would be more straightforward, we 
think. to argue that the need is so great to 
consolidate relations with Peking that 1) It 
is worth weakening the United States” strong 
assurance in the Shanghai communiqué of 
1972 that it would not step back from Taiwan 
until the Taiwan question had been settled 
peacefully by the Chinese, and 2) it is even 
worth casting a certain cloud over the valid- 
ity of this and other American commitments. 
But that is a hard ease to make on the 
merits and. of course, it is an impossiole 
case to sell politically. We presume that 
Secretary of State Vance will have a more 
modest purpose in mind as he arrives in 
Peking Monday.

U.S.-Cuban Limits 


Fidel Castro continues to Javish on Amer- 
tean visitors what is still one of Cuba's prin- 
cipal assets: his time. The most recent re- 
cipiert was Sen. Frank Church, on whom the 
Cuban leader, bestowed several days. They 
seem to have struck 2 fair bargain. In effect, 
Mr. Castro decided to let the Cuban families 
of some 80 American citizens leave Cuda. in 
return for the respectability conferred by the 
Church party. He also released two Amer- 
teans whose boat had recently been captured, 
Such gestures cost Havana little. They pro- 
vide a substantial return in “humanitarian” 
image. And, of course, they transform the 
lives of the individuals involved. 

Sen. Church is a good man to have gone 
to Cuba. He understands foreign policy and, 
though personally of a Lberal outlook and 
aiso the man who disclosed the CIA's. at~ 
tempts to kill Mr. Castro, he is politically in 
touch with the conservatives who oppose 
Cuba’s Communist regime. He warned his 
Cuban host that. though small steps are 
possibie and desirable, normalization is 5 
long way off. This is sound advice. Things 
are moving: Cuba is about to open, on 8 
reciprocal basis, an “interests section” in 
Washington. But the agreements reached sa 
far touch mainly areas of convenience (fish- 
ing, hijacking). Broad support 15 still Iack- 
mg here—eand perhaps also in Cuba—tfor full 
and friendly ties. 

In fact, the two countries may be on the 
verge of running ont of easy gestures. 
Mr. Castro could release the 20 or so Amer- 
deans In Cuban jails. Mr. Carter could lift 


the trade embargo partially to permit the 
sale of food and medicine. Then would coma 
the hard part: a range of steps that would 
require an American decision to accept the 
Cuban revolution as authentic and perma- 
nent and a Cuban decision once again to act 
primarily as a member of the inter~Amer- 
jean community. Only these steps would 
Jead to ἃ staole and productive long-term 
relationship, 

So long as Cuba remains a treaty partner 
of the Soviet Union and deploys troops across 
Africa, it ts idle to suggest that Fidel Castro 
is close to returning to the inter-American 
fold. But is the United States prepared to 
extend Havana the economic and political 
concessions that would signify acceptance of 
the Cuban revolution? A new Potomac As- 
Suciates survey raises serious doubts. The 
American public, it says, “ls receptive in the 
abstract to engaging the Cubans in negotia- 


. tions about a diplomatic rapprochement, but 


wants to do so only on terms likely to be 
unacceptable to Havana.” Some Americans 
see reconciliation as a test of thelr own 
maturity but most see it as a process in 
which benefits flow largely from north to 
south. Therefore, in the public view, major 
concessions—in foreign policy and domestic 
Practice—must come from Cuba. It is prob- 
ably just as well that in neither Washington 
nor Havana is the improvement of relations 
the No. 1 priority, for in neither place 15 that 
Ukely to happen soon.

Putting More Women τ Uniform 


The Pentagon's restrictions on women in 
the military services appear to be weaken- 
ing. The Navy has asked for modification of 
2 law that prevents women from serving at 
sea, and the Senate has asked the secretary 
of defense to study a change that would 
make it easier for women to serve on Air 
Force planes. 

Spurting the change, oesides pressure from 
women themselves. are the ditficulties and 
easts of recruiting men for today’s volunteer 
Army. Wider use of women might help avert 
a return to the draft or further raises 1 
an. already high pay scale. Women tend to 
have fewer dependents, lower absentee rates 
and fewer discipline problems than men and 
thus offer other potential savings on per- 
fonnel costs. which account for more than 
half of the Defense Department oudget. 


Since the end of the draft five rears azo, 


the percentage of women in. the milltary has 
Yisen from ἃ to 5 per cent. But the Penta- 


gon’s goal for 1932 is only 7 per cent, or a 
total of 126.000, A recent Study by the 
Brookings Institution attributes the slow 
growth to “sexual stereotypes,” which even 
deny opportunities to women in administra- 
tive, technical, medical, communications, in- 
telligence and other noncombat roles. The 
number of women in such jobs, it is esti- 
mated. could be quadrupled to more thar. 
400.000. “without radically departing from 
current policies and practices.” 

In Worle War I, more than 350,000 women 
served in the WAC, WAVES, SPAR and the 
Marine Corps Women's Reserve, and some 
3800 Women's Air Force Service Pilots ferried 
combat aircraft. Most held white-collar Jobs, 
but many worked as airplane mechanics, 
parachute riggers, gunnery instructors, air 
traffic controllers and naval air navigators. 
Women served well in war, they are needed 
again in peace.

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King of Rock and Roll, 
Elvis Presley, 42, Dead 


By molly Ivins 


NEW YORE, Aus, 17 ONTT).— 
Elvis Presley, the first and gveat- 
est American rock ‘n' roll star, 
has died at the age of 40. dr. 
Presley, whose throaty baritone 
ang blatant sexuality redefined 
popular music. was found un- 
conscious in the bedroom of his 
home, called Graceland, in Mem- 
Thhis yesterday at 2:30 p.m. 


He was pronounced dead at 
hour later at Baptist Memorial 
Hospital after dactors failed to 
Tevive him. 


Dr. Jerry Francist.. the Shelby 
County coroner, conducted a two- 
hour examination of the body 
and said that the preliroinery 
autopsy findings indicated that 
Mr. Presley bad died of “cardiac 
arrhrthmia.” which a hospital 
spokesman defmed as an irregu- 
jar anq@ ineffective heartbeat. 

‘Contributing Causes’ 

Dr. Francisco said that Mr. 
Presley had s history of mild 
hypertension an. that he had 
found evidence of coronary artery 
disease. Both of these, the coro- 
ner said, could hare been “con- 
tributing causes" in Mr. Presley's 
death. 


“Bus the specific cause may 
not be known for a week or ὑπὸ 
pending lab studies.” he said. 
adding. “It is possible im cases 
like this that the specific cause 
will never be known.” 


Questioned about whether the 
autopsy bad revealed any signs 
of drug abuse, Dr. Francisco said 
that the only drugs be had 
detected were those that had been 
prescribed by Mr, Presley's physi- 
σα for hypertension and ἃ 
blockage of the colon for whicb 
he had been hospitalized twice in 
1975. 

Mr, Presley's body was to be 
on public view from 3 p.m. to ὃ 
p.m. today im a special solid cop- 
per and steel casket at Grace- 
land.

Denounced and Adored 


Mr, Presley Was once the object 
of such adulation that teen-age 
girls screamed and fainted at the 
sight of him.

Preachers inveighed 
against him in sermons and 
parents forbade their children to 
watch him on television. In his 
first television appearance on the 
Ed Suilivan show, his act, which 
night be considered tame by to- 
day's standards, was considered 
by the broadcasters to be 50 
scandalous tbat the cameras 
showed him only from the waist 
up, lest his wiggling hips show. 


[Still a star at his death, Mr. 
Presley was scheduled to leave 
Jast night on an 11-day national 
tour, Associated Press reported.

Unless Investment Increases in 3 Nations 


UN Agency Warns of New Slump Next Year 


GENEVA, Aug. 17 (AP-DJ).— 

τὶ fixéd bnsiness investment falls 

to expand more rapidly in the 
United States, West Germany and 
Japan, fhe scene would be set 
for a new economic downturn 
beginning in the second half of 
1978, economists at the United 
Nations Conference on Trade and 
Development warn, 

In 8 report on the world 
economic outlook for this year 
and next, they say that these 
economies are expected to con- 
tinue to expand at relatively high 
rates, with gains im their gross 
domestic product of between 5 
per cent and 7 per cent, 
‘However, the report points out 
thet such a forecast is based 
upon a recovery in fixed busi- 
ness investment, which until now 
has lagged behind other com~ 
ponents of demand. If such in- 
vestment fails to expand as fore- 
cast, growth rates in these 
countries will .be substantially 
lower, perhaps -by as much 85 
1.5 percentage points, the report 
Says. 

The UNCTAD secretariat report 
says that because these three 
economies are important for the 
evolution. of the worki economy, 


‘failure to.expand business invest- 


ment would Clearly signal a down- 
turn. 
Profit Margins Cited 


Wider profit margins for busi- 
ness appear to be a precondition 
for more rapid investment rates, 
the report says, noting however 
that this would result in infla- 
tionary pressure that in the case 
of Germany and Japan would 
tend to negate the antl-infla- 
tionary slant of their economic 
policies, 

‘These two ‘countries thus are 
unlikely to make any further 
progress in lowering inflation 
rates, the report says. There may 
even be a slight acceleration in 
inflation later this year and in 
1978 in all three countries from 
their current levels—4 per cent 
in Germany, and 6 to 7 in the 
United States and Japan. 

The UNCTAD report said that 
the estimated $9-billion rise in 
the surplus of major oil exporters 
to $44 billion in 1976 is likely to 
be temporary and that such sur- 
pluses would decline to about $37.5 
billion by 1978 as the oil ex- 
porters " increase imports of 
goods and services, . 

Also, by 1978, the UNCTAD re- 
port sald, the surplus would 
probably- be entirely accounted 
for by only four of the exporters 
—Kuwait, Qatar. Saudi Arabia 
and. the United Arah Emirates. 

Meanwhile, a recovery in the 


Jevel of imports and a sharp in- 
crease in debt service payments 
will widen the deficit of non-otl- 
developing countries to $36 bil- 


lion in 1977 and $39 billion in. 


1978, Last year, this group of 
nations reduced their deficit by 
about 13 billion to $28 billion. 

The report also said that the 
total outstanding debi of non- 
oi] developing countries is ex- 
timated to rise to $253 billion by 
the end of 1978 from $179 billion 
at the end of 1976, 

Becanse of this increase in 
debts, and because terms for 
them have been hardening 
throughout the 1970s, debt service 
will absorb about 25 per cent of 
export earnings by 1978, tac re- 
port said. In that year, if project- 
ed exports of these countries at 
$187 billion. 

Socialist countries of East 
Europe will continue to reduce 
their deficits in the near future, 
the report said, This group had 
record trade and current account 
deficits in 1975 but reduced the 
defielts significantly last year.

BRUSSELS, Aug. 17 ‘Reuters '. 
—John Walker of New Zealand 
last night failed br just half a 
second to match the 1500-meter 
world record held or bis arch- 
rival, Tanzania's Filbert Bayi. at 
a track meet held to honor the 
memor; of Belgian Ol;mpic 
double silver medahss Ivo van 
Damme, who died in a car crash 
last December, 


An estimated 40,000 spectators 
at the Heysel Stadium roared 
éncouragement as Walker. paced 
for the first 1.006 meters hy 
American Steve Scott, sped round 
the track in purswt of the mark 
of ὃ mimutes 32.2 seconds set by 
Bayi while beating Walker at the 
1974 Commonwealth Games. 

Scott's scorching pace helped 
Walker ta cover the first 800 
meters in 1:51.2, inside the time 
he needed. but after Scott aban- 
doned the race, Walker faded 
visibly in the last 100 meters, 
losing crucial fractions of 8. 
second aod finishing in 3:35.1-- 
the fastest tume for the distance 
in the world this year. 

“Coming round the last bend 
TI thought it was all mine," he 
said afterward. “Fifty meters 
oni. I still felt realiy good, but 
With 20 meters to go my legs 
started to feel a bit heavy—and 
that’s all you need."

Who’s Who of East German Letters Moves West

BER, Aug. 17 (Reuters! 
East Germany is losing more 
and more of its best writers and 
entertainers as they cross the 
border to live in West Germany. 


Most of those who have al- 
ready left or applied to go are 
among the dozens of promment 
intellectuals who last November 
protested against the banish- 
ment to the West of revel singer 
Wolf Biermann. 

All of them—a list of their 
names looks more and more like 
ἃ who's who of East German 
letters—complain of intolerable 
pressure on them at home, and 
there is no indication that the 
list is anywhere near closed. 

“There is a deep feeling of 
pessimism among my fellow 
writers,” said one well-known 
author who was among those 
who publicly urged the govern- 
ment to reverse its decision to 
strip balladeer Biermann of his 
citizenship. 

“Two months ago I would 
Never have thought about. jeav~ 
ing. But now I am not quite 
50 sure.” 

His growing sense of frustra~ 
tion is shared by many promi~ 
nent writers here who speak in 
private conversation of threat- 
ening phone calis, cancellations 
of public readings and 2 numb- 
ing siletice in the press about 
their work, 

“The decision has been taken 
that those who signed [the peti. 
tion] and havent taken their 
signatures back committed an 
antl-revolutionary§ act." the 
writer said. “However unjust 
the accusation, we'ye been put 
beyond the pale.” 

The latest in the line of those 
who have asked to leave what 
Biermann once called “the bet- 
ter Germany” is poetess Sarah 
Kirsch, expelled from the ruling 
Socialist Unity party in January 
and from the influential execu- 
tive committee of the Berlin 
Writers’ Union in March, 

Mrs, Kirsch, to many Western 
critics the most talented poet 
writing in German today, said 


the authorities had been “ex- 
tremely cooperative” in helping 
push through her request, ap- 
parently giad to be rid of an- 
other uncomfortable critic. 

She was granted permission to 
emigrate to West Germany, 

Since the beginning of tne 
year, when the government first 
appeared ready for a reconcilia~ 
tion with the Biermann pro- 
testers, thase who have left in- 
clude poet Reiner Kunze and 
composer Tila Medex—both 
highlp regarded outside Ger- 
many. 

Others like Nina Hagen, 
Katharina Thalbach. Ingolf 
Gorges, Uwe Schikora, Thomas 
Brasch and Eberhard Cohrs, are 
writers and entertainers less 
well known abroad, but, until 
recently, respected figures within 
East German arts, 

One of the country’s most 
popular singers and film actors, 
Manfred Krug, went in April, 
complaining of an officially 
inspired character assassination 
campaign against him and an 
unspoken ban on his working. 

As other cultural figures have 
followed in ‘his footsteps, his 
comment on arrival in West 
Berlin about the future of East 
German culture is looking less 
and less flippant: “The last man 
out will turn off the lights.” 
he said. 

“There comes 8 point when 
rou have to start thinking about 
yourself and not about the.fu- 
ture of the country.” said an- 
other writer who is contem- 
plating going. “I can’t sit around 
for another 20 years waiting for 
things to change.” 

A wonian colieazue echoed the 
same despair. “The most im- 
portant thing for a writer is 
whether ke can work. When he 
ean no longer do that in the 
way he wants to, maybe the 
time has come for him to think 
about leaving.” 

One of the initial 12 who 
signed the Biermann protest, 
she said anonymous and often 
obscene insults directed at her 
hed been pinned on the notice 
board of her housing block, 

A series of obscene telephone 
cails referring directly to the

Biermann iSsue had foreed her 
to ask for police protection, and 
for two months after the protest 
she had been followed every- 
where by plainclothes men of

Although an East German 
publishing house had just 
brought out a relatively large 
edition of her new book, it had 
not appeared in the shops. It 
had been ignored by the media 
and she had been unable to get 
copies for friends. 

Jurek Becker, well known in 
the West for his filmed nove} 
“Jacob the Liar,” recently took 
what could be the decisive step 
toward his own emigration when 
he spoke of this and other prob- 
lams with the West German 
magazine Der Spiegel 

“There is 2 wey of publicizing 
books that is more like making 
them disappear than publishing 
them,” he said. “A book ap- 
pears ἴῃ 8 very moderate print- 
run, is displayed nowhere in the 
book shops, is never discussed, 
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is instantly snapped up and is 
never reprinted.” 

In what writers see 85 an- 
Other indication of the cold 
wind blowing through the cul- 
tural] scene an outspoken new. 
magazine for young ‘authors, 
called Temperamente was closed 
down this spring after only two 
issues had appeared. 

Some 20 people are still re~ 
ported in jails around the coun~ 

. try for signing the Biermann 
protest, among them writers 
Gerulf Pannach and Juergen 
Fuchs, Both were arrested last 
year and there is no sign when 
their trial will begin, 

The change in atmosphere 
since the early 1970s. according 
to many writers, is complete. 
One said that after the Com- 
munist party congress in 1971 
when party leader Erich Ho- 
necker said there were to be 
“no taboos” in art, “we had the 
most fantastic feeling of free- 
dom.” 

“Our literature and culture . 
came alive and I believe some 
extremely good work was pro-- 
duced before things started 
tightening up again," he added. 

He too had begun to think 
seriously about moving westward. 
across the Berlin Wall—despite’ 


the uncertainty whether the | 


West German public would ac- 
cept him, the different society 
and the economic difficulties of 
the, West,
